Chicago, Sept. 17.— Philip D. A r­ 
mour, Marshall Field and Norman 6. 
Ream have secured control of the Bal* 
timore and Ohio railroad. 
They have 
made James J. Hill, president of the 
Great Northern railway, the dominat­ 
ing factor in tne reorganization of the 
system, and have gained for Chicago 
and the northwest what is practically a 
trunk line from oeeau to ocean con­ 
trolled by Chicago capital. 


Mr. lieam engineered the deal by 
which his wealth, that of Mr. Hill and 
of Messrs. Armour and Field gained a 
controlling interest in the Baltimore 
and Oliio, which hereafter is to be a Chi­ 
cago enterprise, fed and sustained in 
iranscontincjital atVairs 
by the im­ 
mense mileage of the Great Northern 
railway, if any road completes the gap 
between the terminus of the Great 
Northern railwuy in St. l-*aul and the 
terminus of the Jialtimore and Ohio in 
Chicago it will be the Chicago Great 
W estern railway, but that is a m atter 
for the future.

Chicago, Sept. IT.—Fire in the en- 
gine-room and coal bunkers of the City 
of Holland as she lay at her moorings 
at the foot of State street yesterday 
threw its c re w and passengers into a 
panic 
i^eopie who happened to be ou 
board the e.xcursion boat ran to escape 
the danger until, after a battle of an 
hour waged by liremen momentarily 
e.xpecting to be blown up by exploding 
boilers, tho llames were quenched. 


Owing to the prompt and etticient 
work of the firemen the damage to the 
steamer was slight. OHlcers of the 
Holland and Chicago line say the loss 
can 
be made good for $150. 
At 7 
o ’clock in tho evening the vessel was 
consid jred in good enougn condition to 
make her accustomed trip across the 
ake. 
She left, having on board her 
usual amount of passenger and freight. 


The lire broke out shortly after 1 
o’clock. 
Huge clouds of smoke poured 
out from the hold and the lower cabins, 
making it ditllcult to fight the tire and 
ihrowlng the 
c re w 
into confusion. 
Several passensrers about to make the 
eturn trip to Michigan happened to 
be on board. 
As soon as the alarm was 
iven they sprang to places of safety. 
Mrs. 
Davis of Holland. 
Mich., was 
lowered over the side of the boat with 
tier baby in her arns, 


The 
fire 
department 
responded 
)rompt!y to the call and doon two 
streams were i>ouring into her entrine- 
rooms, one from the fire tug Vosemite, 
the other from an engine in State 
street, 
in a few minutes the fire was 
under control, and after hard fightinar 
the 
last 
smoldering 
embers 
were 
juenched. 


The cause of the bla/e is unknown, 
but it is thought that cinders from the 
engine-room got into the coal bunkers 
and ignited the fuel. 
The fire had 
smoldered several hours before it was 
discovered by a member of the crew.

when struck by a bullet, are out of tbeir 
saddles within a minute. 
If hit in the 
brenst or shoulder, up go their hiiuds 
and they get a heavy fall; if iu tho lug 
or foot or arm, they fall forward aud 
roll off. 
But even with a foot cut olf 
by a jagged piece of shell a horse will 
not drop. It is ouly when shot tlirongh 
tho head or heart that he comes dowu. 
He may be fatally wounded, but ho 
bobbles out of tlie fight to right or left 
and stands with drooping head until 
loss of blood brings him down. Tho 
horse that loses his. rider and is un- 
wounded himself will continue to run 
with his set of fours until some movo- 
ment throws him out. Then ho goes 
galloping here aud there, neighing with 
fear and alarm, but will not leave tho 
field. 
In his racing about he may got 
among tho dead and wounded, but he 
will dodge them, if possible, and in 
any case leap over them. 
When he has 
come upon three or four other riderless 
steeds, thoy“ fall in” and keep together, 
as if for mutual protection, aud the 
“ rally” on the bugle may bring the 
whole of them into the ranks iu a body. 


A horse which bus passed through a 
battle un wounded ie fretful, sulky and 
nervous—the same as a man—for the 
next three or four days. His first battle 
is also the making or unmaking of him 
as a warhorse. 
If the nervous tension 
has been too great, he will become a 
bolter iu tho face of danger, and there­ 
by become a danger in himself. If the 
test has not been beyond him, lie will 
go into the next fight with head licld 
high and flecks of foam blowing from 
liis mouth as he thunders over tho 
earth.— Washington Post. 


HE SQUANDERED MILLIONS. 


The W ild ly R eckless Flnnncl»! Career of 
llarou A lbert Graiit. 


One of the most dramatic if not ac­ 
tually one of tho largest failures, so far 
as tho liabilities were concerned, was 
that of Baron Albert Grant of “ Emma 
mine” notoriety. Grant w’as tho un­ 
crowned king of the financial w’orld of 
his day and generation. 
He made mil­ 
lions almost as deftly as the late Mr. 
Barney Barnato, and he spent them 
right royally. 
He bought Leicester 
square and presented it, a free gift, to 
tho people of London. 
He gave a din­ 
ner to nearly a thousand city magnates 
at a cost which was popularly reputed 
at tiie time to have exceeded 100 guineas 
a head, and which, iu any event, un­ 
doubtedly established a record iu ex­ 
travagant dinner giving which has yet 
to be beaten. 


Aud he started out to build a palace 
in Kensington which should “ knock 
spots off” all otlier private residences, 
past, present or to come. 
Everything 
was got up regardless of expense. Tho 
ballroom walls were inset with panels 
of pink Italian marble, costing 800 
guineas each. Iu tho entrance hall were 
four pillars of porphyry, w’orth £4,000. 


The building W’as scarcely finished 
when tho crash came, and it renutined 
for long a brick and mortar white ele­ 
phant on the hands of the trustees in 
bankruptcy. Eventually most of the in­ 
terior fittings and decorations w’ere dis- 
po.sed of piticemeal. The grand staircase, 
W’hich had cost to build some £40,000, 
being aciiuired by tho representatives 
of the late Mme. Tussaud for a trifle 
over a fourth of that sum. It now forms 
the niain approach to the upper and 
jirincjpal suit of rooms of the new ex­ 
hibition buildings in the Marylebono 
road.—Loudon Mail. 


Cats o f Other Day«. 


The lot of tho average nineteenth 
century cat does not compare favorably 
with that of its ancestors. Everybody 
knows that the early Egyptians lield 
tho cat sacred, and any one injuring a 
sacred aninuil W’as liable to severe pun­ 
ishment. 
Among tho ancient laws of 
Wales was a statute which prohibited 
the slaughter of a cat under a curious 
penalty. 
Tho owner of the slaughtered 
animal held it by the tip of the tail, 
with its nose touching the floor, and the 
slayer hAd to give him, by way of com- 
pensatioa, as much w’heat as would 
bury the entire animal out of sight. 
The grain was supposed to represent 
the amount that tho owner would lose 
through the depredations of vermin by 
being deprived of tho cat. 


Saxony, Switzerland and other Eu­ 
ropean countries also had law’s enacted 
for tho protection of cats, whicl» w’ore 
regarded of ecouomic value. Now, how 
ever, pussy is simply a decorative do­ 
mestic adjunct.

Miss Mabel Wilongbby, writiug iu 
the Torouto Globe, relates this strauge 
story: 


“ Many years ago my great-uncle, a 
magistrate of Niagara district, had oc­ 
casion, as he ofteu had, to make a jour- 
uey ou horseback through some of the 
more unsettled parts of we.storu On­ 
tario. 
As those were the pioneer days, 
many pans of Ontario now thickly set- 
ed aud prosperous communities were 
almost unbroken stretches of forest, in­ 
tersected by roads, passable only by 
equestrians. 
The only phices of public 
acconunodation were small taverns or 
nns to be found at intervals of many 
miles along these trails or roads. 
My

‘One afternoon, toward nightfall, as 
they were nearing the snuUl inn where 
they intended stopping tor the night, 
they heard the sound of liorses’ hoofs 
clofto behind them, and, turning in his 
addle, my uncle saw that the strangers 
approaching him were a dark visaged 
pair of men whom he had noticed at 
the dinner table with him at the last 
lostelry. 
They, however, saluted my 
uncle and Mr. II., his father-in-law, in 
a vtry civil numner and returned the 
compliments of the hour. 


“ The party soon reached the inn, 
aud, to unele’s surprise, the two stran­ 
gers trotted on past the only re.sting place 
thure was for laih'S. 
But he coneludcd 
that they were hunters or .settlcirs liv­ 
ing farther on, and so for the time 
thought no more of it. 


“ Our two grain dealers took their 
fiupp(?r and sljortly afterward retired 
comfortal)ly t\jr the night. 
Not long 
alter going to bed Mr. H., feeling thirs­ 
ty, rose and went down to the Inuroom 
for a drink of water. 
(No laughter here. 
He was a local preacher and stanch ad­ 
herent to the Mfthodist church.) 


“ On entering the bar he was greatly 
surprised to t-ee stretched out on the 
wooden benches the guests of tlu? rlin- 
ner table aud traveling companions of 
the early evi-ning. 
However, he trou­ 
bled very little about the matter, as ho 
tlmugiit that they had been overtaken 
by night and turned back. 
On return­ 
ing to the bedroom he found my uncle 
dozing, and .so made no mention of the 
uncanny pair in the barroom, aud iu a 
lew minutes fell asleep also. 


“ After a short sleep uncle awoke and 
almost started out of bed, having had a 
most vivid and frightful dreaui, 
in 
which ho saw one oi those men advanc­ 
ing toward him with a dark lantern 
turned uimju his face and a drawn knife 
iu his hand 13ut, ii.nding the room per­ 
fectly (juiet, uncle per.'uaded himself 
that his dream was the result of sonie 
slight apprehension he had had concern­ 
ing the two men, and so fell asleep 
again, but only to have the horrible vi­ 
sion repeated. 


“ Ho be^an to feel that the dream, kc 
vivid and persi.>iti nt, might have the 
nature of a presentiment, so put hi.< 
hand under the pillow to see that hi.'* 
pistols which he carried were .safe. 
But as everything continued perfectly 
still ho allowed hiniself to fall into a 
light d»)ze, whicii was again interrupt 
ed by the same dream, like a midnight 
speeter. 


“ Now thoroughly alarmed and feel­ 
ing that his dream was sent a.s a warn­ 
ing, he roused the old gentleman by hiti 
side and told him of it. Mr. H. then 
told him of the men in the barroom. 
This increasing their apprehension, tin 
two men decided to watch by turns, ^Ir
